Students in these classes are not only 
taught these skills, but are also taught operation of the dictaphone, the duplicating machines, and the 
adding machine. 

Beginning classes in bookkeeping teach students the principles of double-entry bookkeeping, while 
second-year classes are taught more advanced skills. 

Those enrolled in distributive education attend classes in the morning and receive practical on-the- 
job training in the afternoon. 

In addition, classes in salesmanship, merchandising, commercial law, commercial arithmetic, and 
commercial geography make up an essential part of this department.
